PREAMBLE,

bears to his friend William Mackinnon, hereby makes known to Mr. Mack 
those whom he may select as his associates, hereinafter to be called the Concessionnaires, 
that all the power which he possesses on the 1 the aleMariy i 
all the islands in his territories and dependencies, shall belong to them. 
exeept in the Islands of Zanzibar and Pemba and His Highness’ mainland * 
(plantations), over which they are to have no control. No other but themsely 
have the right of purchasing land on the mainland or a in His Higl 
territories, possessions, or dependencies, except through them, as is the caso now with 
His Highness. He also grants to the Concessionnaires or to nitatives: the 
faculty of levying taxes upon the people of the mi ng them, as he 
Itneelt now doce His Highncas Further agrecs to do ail acte ast oat chee may be 
necessary to give full effect to the terms of this Concession, to aid and support the 
Concessionnaires or their representatives with all his authority and force, so a8 to 
secure to them the rights and powers hereby granted. 


ARTICLE I. 


His Highness authorizes the Concessionnaires or their representatives to form in 
London, or elsewhere, under such name and Statutes as they shall approve, one or 
‘more associations with the object of undertaking and executing throughout the extent 
of His Highness’ dominions, comprised in this Concession, those measures of public 
iilty which His Highness hae approved for the welfare of his people and territories.

His Highness grants to the Concessionnaires or to their representatives the 
exclusive privilege to search for and work, or to regulate, lease, or assign, in any part 
of His Highness’ territories, any mines or deposits of coal, iron, lead, ‘copper, tin, 
gum-copal, gold, silver, precious stones, or any metal or mineral, or mineral olls what. 
Soever; also the exclusive right to trade in ivory, free from all taxes and dues, 
excepting such moderate royalty, not excooding 6 per cent., on the first value of the 
article, less the working expenses, as may be hereinafter agreed by the Concession. 
naires and their representatives, to be paid to His Highness; also the right to use all 
forest-trees and other woods and materials, of any kind whatsoover, for the purpose of 
the works aforesaid, and also for trade.’ But the wood used for building and for 
buming, commonly ‘known as ““Bortie,” may be cut on the mainland by others, as 
now, by payment of such dues to the Concessionnaires or to their representatives 
as they may agree upon; but no such dues shall he required for wood cut for His 
Highness’ use.

At the conclusion of tho said term all the public works, buildings, &e., 
shall’ revert to the Sultan, his heirs, and successors, if desired, at a valuation to be 
fixed by Arbitrators chosen by both parties.

His Highness grants to the Concessionnaires or to their representatives the

ARTICLE XI. 


In consideration of the foregoing Concessions, powers, and privileges being granted 
by His Highness, the Concessionnaircs or their representatives allot to His Highness, 
free of cost, one Founder's share, which shall entitle him to 20 per cent. of the net 
Profits, as shown by the books of the Company, after interest at the rate of 8 per ent.

WITH reference to your Lordship's despatch No. 78 a, Africa, to Sir Edward Malet, 
8 copy of which was inclosed in your Lordship's despatch ‘to me, No. 47, Affiea, of the 
28rd instant, I should mention that my German colleague, Baron Schmidthals, called 
upon me several days ago, and asked me whether I had received instructions to propose 
to the Portuguese Government the nomination of an umpire in case the Portuguese and 
Zanaibar Commissioners should not be able to agree. He said that Count Bismarck had 
informed him that the German Government considered that such a nomination, which had 
been suggested to them by your Lordship, would be desirable, He had not received 
instructions to take the initiative in making any proposal in this sense to the Portuguese 
Government, but that he would support any which I might make. 

T told ‘Baron Schmidthals that I had as yet received no instruction from your 
Lordship on the subject. I added that it did not seem to me to be a case for urgency, a8 
M. Capello Brito, the Portuguese Commissioner, had not yet started for Zanzibar.

Arendt 
yestenlay handed to the Sultan telegram reccived at Berlin from Lisbon, which he 
‘tated Prince Bismarck had ordered him to communicate to His Highness 
“ (Translation.) 

“Tn onder to be agreeable to Germany the Portuguese Council of Ministers have 
unanimously decided to restitute the captured steamer.” 


His Highness courteously acknowledged this telegram without furthor remark, 
He is extromely perplexed that this communication should have reached him through 
Germany, for he has all along considered that the action of the German Consul- 
General in countenancing and assisting Captain Castilo in making a demand so 
totally antagonistic to the Anglo-German Agreement was both an unftiondly act. and 
a breach of good faith. 

He considers, moreover, that in granting German protection to Portuguese 
subjects, Dr, Arendt gave public approval to the discourtoous act of the Portuguese 
Representative in lowering his flag when referred by His Highness to the two Great 
Powers who had so recently, without offering him any option, both settled the 
boundaries between his territory and that of Portugal, and formally recognized his 
sororvignty over tho Minengant Creek, 

His Highness has repeatedly asked mo how I can reconcile any part of this action 
with the e T communicated to him on the 20th January, namely, that Germany 
adhered to the Minengant limit which the Anglo.German Agreement cdatrmed to hin 
and that the Agreement between Germany and Portugal did not affect His Highness’ 
rights. 

ONT have felt in this instance wholly unable to mny explanation whatever to 
His Highness, for, while bearing in mind your Lordship's assurance to mo, transmitted 
for my guidance, that, whatever might be the German Consul’s attitude, the two 
Governments were acting in perfect concert, I could not ascribe to Dr.’ Arondt's 
Personal antagonism to the Sultan the faot of his apparent advising and assisting in 
an act of injustice which I regret to say is here openly discussed as involving an 
obvious, if not intentional, slight upon England. 

‘The only practical result of Portuguese action at present is a temporary injury to 
British commerce, but should Portugal be allowed to obtain possession of Tungi Hay, 
‘rising British trade, which bids fair to open up an entirely new region, will ho 
nipped in the bud.

His Highness added that on his further hesitation he had received messages from 
Sir John Kirk and Mr. Travers, which he took as a joint assurance that the ‘Treaties 
would not become binding upon him until France and America had so concurre!. 

I informed His Highness that the communication of joint notes had only been 
dispensed with to enable him to make his appeal by this mall, and that as a month's delay 
would now be inevitable, he would have an opportunity in his reply to them of placing his 
explanation officially before the two Governments, though it appeared to me that as he 
intended to accept their joint recommendation, any further reference to this question would 
be superfluous.

Judging from indications afforded from time to time by my collengue, T should, 
however, rather anticipate that this gentleman, who was formerly, T , like 
Dr. Arendt, a lawyer, has been sent out to relieve M. Hunholt, who, on. the occasion 
of his recent duty at Kismayu, had the misfortune not to satisfy his Chief, who had 
expected him to bring back proofs of tho Governor's complicity in the murder of 
Dr. Jahlke, instead of an admission that he appeared wholly innocent, 

M. Hunbolt, though somewhat tenacious in conversation regarding the paramount 
influence to be exercised by Germany on this coast, has won universil respect by his 
rectitude of conduct under recent circumstances, where great. allowance would have 
been made for him had he failed to maintain so straightforward a bearing. 

It being evident, after what has occurred, that the Sultan is unlikely to give his 
confidence to Dr. Arendt in future, he will probably not retain long at this post, and 
‘as neither M. Steifensand nor his credentials have yet been presented to His Highinoss, 
it wems possible that he is destined to succeed to the charge of the German Con- 
sulate.

M. BARROS GOMES told me to-day that he had a proposal to make with respect 
to the formal renewal of relations with the Sultan of Zanzibar, which he hoped would not 
be considered open to objection by Her Majesty's Government, 

The Portuguese Commissioner, Senhor Capello, and the newly-appointed Consul. 
General Visconde de Castilho, would leave together on the 18th instant by the * Castle 
steamer, and would proceed direct to Mozambique on their way to Zanzibar, 

What he proposed was, that the Portuguese corvette “Bartholomeu Dias,” which 
was actually at Mozambique, should wait there for the arrival of these two gentlemen, and 
should then convey them at once to Zanzibar, accompanied by the “Kilwa,” He said th 
Portuguese Government thought it would be better that relations should be renewed hy 
an accredited Portuguese Representative than by the subordinate Consular Agent at 
present at Zanzibar, who was not even a European, and in whom they had no particular 
confidence. 

This arrangement, however, would involve some little delay in the return of the 
“Kilwa” to Zanzibar, and as he had assured your Lordship through me that the 
“ Bartholomeu Dias” would escort her back to Zanzibar on arriving at Mozambique, 
M. Barros Gomes said that he would uot take any step in the matter at variance with 
this assurance without previous communication with your Lordship, or against the wishes 
of the two Governments to whom the promise to restore the “ Kilwa” at once had been 
given.

‘On the 15th the steamer Kilwa,” belonging to the Sultan of Zanzibar, arrived in 
the Bay of Tungi, notice being sent to its commander not to communicate with the 
shore before receiving orders, which he would be required to comply with. These orders, 
which were shortly afterwards communicated to him, authorized trade with the population 
subject to the Portuguese Customs Laws, for which purpose he must anchor near the 
Portuguese Fiscal Station 

i sppears that the commandant at first obeyed this summons, as he shifted his 
anchorage from his previous moorings to the vicinity of the Portuguese; but he 
afervarts drew up « protest, and, othe eveaing of tho following "day, t 
February, he made preparations for leaving Tungi. An order was then sent to 
anchor between the corvette " Alfonzo d'Albuquerque” and the gun-boat * Douro,’

‘This order was immediately complied with, and Captain Knut Knetlef Detlefsen, 
Emil Detlefsen, second in command, and Frederick Bode, first engineer, all German 
subjects, and twenty-four of the crew, were received on board the corvette, the captain 
handing’ over the ship's papers. fier this an inventory was made of everything on 
board the“ Kilwa,” and seals were put upon the hatchways and magazines, 

‘The vessel left the following day for Mozambique, under the command of Second- 
Lieutenant Moreira du Sa, with Pedro d*Azevedo Continho as second in command, the 
engines being under the charge of Hermano Reeder, engineer of the third class, 

‘The bombardment of Tungi began on the morning of the 18th by the corvette 
* Alfonzo d’Albuquerque,” that of the village to the left of Minengani being beguu on 
the same day by the gunboat “Douro.” This latter, however, did not commence until 
4 notice to that effect had been given in writing to the merchants and peaceful inhabitants 
‘of Meningane, who all answered that they did not care about the bombardment, as they 
should send in a claim for indemnity. 

‘The bombardment continued on the 20th, 2ist, and 22nd, and on the 
armed boat's crew landed, and there was a musketry fire between them and the 
who were under cover of a mango grove, the result of which it was impossible to 
ascertain, 

On the evening of the 23rd the bombardment of the Arab town of Minongani was 
continued, a few shots being fired from the land ; but in a short time the town was scen 
to be in flames, the complete rout of the enemy being at once presumed.

His Excellency admitted that the Governor-General, in making 
a demand for the immediate cession of the territory claimed by Portugal, instead of 
calling upon the Sultan to carry out his promisc of appointing a Commissioner to 
negotiate had misinterpreted his instructions, as well as the Sultan's letter to the King 
of Portugal, but that the error had been of no practical importance, because the Sultan 
refused to enter into negotiations, on the ground that the question at issuo had been 
settled by the Great Powers, to whom he referred the Portuguese Representative, 

With reference to the operations at Tungi, his Excellency said that he was quito 
satisfied from the reports received by the Government that the Portuguese Commander 
hhad acted throughout in strict conformity with all that was required of him by 
international law and usage.

The * Kilwa" arrived here the day after the Portuguese Governor and brought a 
lotter from the Sultan for the Chief; the answer was sent to the “ Kilwa,” and om hor 
attempting to leave the anchorage, a shot was fired across her bows’ to stop her 
& Portuguese boat was sent to seize her, and the Portugueso flag hoisted, Sho was 
then taken to Mozambique. The Governor and Hindeos are now at Mikindam, as far 
as ho knows, but may have gone to Zanzibar. ‘Two or three days after the burning of 
Minengani, the Portuguese set fire to Tungi. 

He spoke to Portuguese officer at Custom-house about the destruction of hix house 
and goods, and was told it was the work of Providence, ‘No'ti were lost by the 
firing, but two natives picked up a shell, which exploded and killed them both.

In these circumstances I decided to attack Meningane, the principal village on the 
north of the Bay of Tungi. 

On the noxt day I ordered the Lieutenants Antonio da Camara Cylindo and Joso 
Augusto Pinto to collect all the forces they could dispose of—thirty-five men—at 
2o%lock in the afternoon at the sand spit, where they were also to place the machine 
gun which I handed over to the Director of Customs, Stanislas Alves Dies, and to tho 
Collector of Customs, Joo de Barros Carrilho, so as to bear upon the enemy's camp on 
the west. 

T then went on board the gun-boat “ Douro” to ask the Commander, Marques da 
Silva, for his assistance in the attack ; he at once placed at my disposal the boats which 
wore to carry the land force together with thirty men under arms and ready to 
ashore. ‘The Commander of the gun-boat also said that during the attack he would 
bombard the enemy's camp on the east, to cut off help from ‘Tungi. 

By 2o'elock the men had embarked in perfect order, the Commander of the gun- 
boat going on boarl one of the boat 

We had hardly got to the middle of the river when we were fired at on the right, 
centre, and left of the enemy's camp, which had three pieces of artillery. T ordered 
‘our men to fire and to go ahead. When we reached the enemy's shore, I ordered our 
men to disembark; the officers jumped into tho water, the soldiers followed the 
example, and disembarkation was ply execute, 

‘sustained fire was kept up on both sides, and the force advanced quickly 
to the points whence came the enemy's fire, fighting lently and beyond the 
reach of tho word of command; ono of the plncee that mado tho strongest resstanco was 
the hiouse of the Chief of the village, Muhammed Salimo, who fled to the bush without 
any one seeing him, 

‘The energy of our men, aided by the mitraillouse on one of the boats, began to 
shake the enemy, who kept up a less severe fire; we could not see the men’ who fired 
at us,

Knowing the humane and gencrous feelings of the Portuguese people, who would 
prefer the destruction of the enemy's property to the sheilding of blood, I ordered the 
Village to be destroyed, and it was soon levelled with the ground and a mass of 
flames.

‘The principal difficulty that was experienced in arranging for the return of these 
refugees was the unwillingness of the mercantile houses here, who had made them. 
heavy advances in onler to push the now trate in this region, to’ embark any further 
capital in this direction unless assured that their clients would be compensated for 
their recent losses, 

Several deputations waited on me with a view to 
regarding this point, and I ventured, withont any act 
assurances as have satisfied them that they may hop for 1 
of their losses 

I transmit herewith a Petition réceived from the leading 
and my reply thereto, which will show your Lonlship the atti ve taken 
in dealing with our mereantile community here, the growi i whom 
caused me considerable uneasiness.

He reports that some thirteen or fourteen 
of the younger members of the caravan were saved from being murdered with theit 
companiions by the Banga making slaves of them, 

‘OF these, some six or seven, incInding a man from Kavirondo, who was the Bishop's 
Kirangozi, after a few months’ time, succeeded in making their ‘escape to Wakoli’s, to 
the nesth-cart of Labs’s.

You will, feel sure, readily acknowledge the impossibility of asserting that I am 
not connected with the Goverument in any way, but am only a private missionary, 
at the same time pre despatches from the British Consulate to the King. 
Consular Agent may use his influence for the advantage of a Christian mission, but a 
missionary cannot act as a Consular Agent.

BEFORE replying to your Lordship's telegram No. 16 of the 25th ultimo, I 

awaited the arrival of the mail-steamer from Mozambique, knowing that she was 

calling at Tungi with mails for the Portuguese force there. 
ler commander, Captain Magennis, informed me that there was a rumour circu 
lating at Mozambique to the effect that 000 Arabs had menaced the small fort held by the 

Portuguese there, who had immediately evacuated the place and retired to Minengani, 

He stated, however, that on arriving at Tungi he saw no sign of native presence, nor 

heard of any natives being in the district but, as the Portuguose authorities main- 

tained a strict silence ro their operations, he was unable to say whether there 
was any truth in the rumour that an attack had been attempted. 

‘The Sultan assures me that he has reccived no information whatever from the 
Tangi district; but T have Ieamt from an Indian who came by the steamer from 
Lindi that the Governor of Tungi had left Mikindani with a foree of about fifty men 
for the south some weeks previously, and it was generally believed that he had 
proceeded to reconnoitre the Portuguese position, 

His Highness informs me that he has sent two written orders to his Governor to 
abstain from any hostile act. His first letter was sent by the “Kilwa” steamer 
which the Portuguese captured, and the second by a messenger who was dispatched on 
foot from the coast opposite. 

Under the circumstances, it is very probable that the Sultan’s orders have never 
reached the Governor, and as ‘Tungi is a post of no strategical importance, and 
difficult to defend, T greatly fear that the Governor may have tal 
weakness of the guard, probably only a few signalmen, to attack the place. His 
Highness tells me that he shall send down by the first opportunity, and if his orders 
have been disobeyed he shall remove and imprison the Governor.
